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the  public o We  are  conscious,'  however,  of  the  fact  that  these  services 
must  be  extended  in  view  of  the  task  involved  in  promoting  the  health  of 
the  individual,  which  would  be  achieved  if  each  citizen  felt  personally 
responsible  for  improving  social  conditions. 

The  services  provided  for  the  care  of  the  mentally  handicapped 
have  continued  at  the  highest  possible  level  and  the  work  carried  out  in 
the  Hostel  and  the  Training  Centres,  together  with  the  care  and  after-care 
of  the  patient  has  been  excellent.  It  is  hoped  that  the  proposed 
purpose-built  Adult  Training  Centre  to  cater  for.  the  trainees  of  the 
present  unit  and  the  "intermediate  unit"  will  be  approved  for  commencement 
in  1966.  This  new  Centre  is  long  overdue  and  when  available  it  will 
meet  a very  real  need. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  the  transportation  of  the  sick  and 
injured  continued  to  be  carried  out  safely  and  efficiently  by  the 
members  of  the  Ambulance  Service.  The  accommodation  provided  for  the 
Ambulance  Officer  and  the  staff  is  quite  inadequate  and  following 
several  representations  it  is  hoped  that  additional  rooms  will  be  made 
available. 

From  the  report  itself  it  should  be  noted  that  as  a result  of  the 
Blackburn  poliomyelitis  epidemic  an  extensive  programme  of  vaccination 
was  organised  during  the  period  August  to  October  resulting  in  an 
appreciable  percentage  of  the  population  becoming  protected  against  the 
disease. 


During  August  alone  47,500  doses  of  Sabin  oral  vaccine  were 
adminstered  in  the  local  authority  clinics  and  by  the  general  medical 
practitioners , 

We  were  fortunate  not  to  have  any  cases,  and  I appeal  to  parents 
to  have  their  children's  level  of  protection  against  infectious  diseases 
kept  as  high  as  possible.  This  applies  to  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  smallpox,  and  tuberculosis  for  13  year  old  children.  A 
new  vaccine  which  may  finally  eradicate  measles  has  been  manufactured 
and  very  soon  will  be  made  available  through  the  general  medical 
practitioner  service.  In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  there  were  557 
notified  cases  of  measles  in  the  Borough, 

During  the  period  under  review  one  of  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officers  attended  a Diploma  in  Public  Health  course  in  Manchester  on  a 
part-time  basis. 

Tribute  should  be  paid  to  all  members  of  my  staff  who,  often 
under  trying  circumstances,  play  an  important  part  in  the  promotion  of 
health  of  the  members  of  the  community.  The  varied  work  undertaken  in 
our  particular  field  of  Local  Government  can  assist  in  the  understanding

Live  Births 

One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty  six  live  births  (913  males 
and  873  females)  were  registered  in  Burnley  during  1965.  After  correction 
for  54  inward  and  544  outward  transferable  births,  a net  total  of  1 9 
bLths,  or  a decrease  of  84  on  the  total  for  1964  is  obtained. 

The  crude  live  birth  rate  was  16.47  as  compared  with  17.41  in  1964. 

In  order  however!  to  compare  the  local  rate  with  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  it  must  be  adjusted,  by  a comparability  factor,  to  make  an  approxima  e 
Inowinoe  for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  l°°al 
population  differs  from  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  adjured 

birth  rate  of  Burnley  for  1965  is  18.45  compared  with  18.1  for  England  an 

Wales . 

The  number  of  illegitimate  live  births  was  11  more  than  in  the  previous 
year.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  is  11.19  as  compared  with 

9.71  in  1964. 

Stillbirths 

During  the  year  there  were  57  stillbirths,  giving  a rate  of  27.76 
per  1000  total  (live  and  still)  births,  as  compared  with  23.35  m 19b4. 

Deaths 

One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty  two  civilian  deaths  were 
registered.  Of  this  number,  619  deaths  of  non-residents,  chie  ly 
occurring  in  Hospitals,  are  excluded,  leaving  1143  deaths  of  residen  s. 

To  this  number  must  be  added  62  deaths  of  Burnley  people  who  have  died  in 

other  districts. 

After  these  corrections  a net  total  of  1205  deaths  is  obtained 
(males  583,  females  622)  giving  a crude  death  rate  of  32  per 
of  population,  as  compared  with  14.94  for  1964  and  15.80,  the  average 
for  the  previous  ten  years.  The  adjusted  death  rate  for  ^n  ey  i 
14.09,  and  is  considerably  higher  than  the  death  rate  for  Englan 
Wales,  which  has  a rate  of  11.5. 

There  were  39  deaths  of  children  under  5 years  of  age,  representing 
3,2fo  of  the  total  deaths-,  of  these  35  were  children  under  1 • 

Three  deaths  were  of  children  between  5 and  15  years  of  age;  40  dea 
were  of  persons  aged  15  to  45  years;  280  between  45  and  65  years;  and 
843  or  69.96^  of  the  total  deaths  were  aged  65  years  and  upwards.

Crematorium 


The  Crematorium  was  opened  in  September  1958  and  serves  the  town 
and  the  surrounding  districts.  The  largest  proportion  of  the  cremations 
carried  out  are  in  respect  of  residents  of  Nelson,  Colne,  Burnley  ura 
district  and  the  townships  in  Rossendale  Valley. 


Each  year,  the  number  of  cremations  has  increased,  and  it  will  be 
seen  from  the  figures  below  that  well  over  a thousand  cremations  a year 
are  now  being  undertaken.  In  1965,  514  cremations  were  in  respect  of 
Burnley  residents,  and  856  in  respect  of  non-Burnley  residents. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  appointed  Medical  Referee  with  the 
Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  Deputy  Medical  Referee.

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Tjmm^'nisation  against  Diphtheria. 

Of  the  1380  children  horn  in  1964,  only  824  (or  59.71?^) were  imunised 
against  diphtheria  by  the  end  of  1965.  The  nmber  of  children  under  16  years 
of  age  who  received  primary  injections  in  1965  was  1240,  which  is  61  les ^ 
than  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  important  that  re-inforcing  or  booster 
injections  be  given  to  those  who  were  given  primary  injections  a few  years 
previously,  so  that  immunity  is  maintained.  During  1965,  1425  children 
received  re-inforclng  injections  compared  with  1089  m the  previous  year. 

Most  of  these  "booster"  injections  were  given  in  schools. 

It  is,  of  course,  known  that  diphtheria  has  not  been  prevalent 
for  a number  of  years.  Continued  protection  of  our  children  is  most  essential 
and  it  is  important  that  they  receive  primary  and  re-inforcing  injections  at 
the  appropriate  ages.  This  cannot  be  stressed  too  strongly  upon  parents. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  _ 
re-inforcing  injections  given,  now  that  these  are  being  carried  out  in 
schools.  The  fig-ares  for  1965  are  considerably  higher  than  those  for  t e 
previous  year.

Since  the  scheme  for  protective  vaccination  against  Whooping  Cough 
came  into  operation  twelve  years  ago,  some  10,262  primary  and  2,247 
re-inforcing  injections  have  been  given.  During  the  year  under  review, 

938  children  received  primary  vaccination  and  637  who  had  been  vaccinated 
earlier  in  life  were  given  a "booster"  injection.  The  majority  of  these  ^ 
inoculations  were  given  in  combination  with  inoculations  against  diphtheria 

and  tetanus. 

Vaccination  against  Tetanus 

Vaccination  for  protection  against  Tetanus  was  mainly  given  by 
means  of  Triple  Antigen  (Diphtheria/Whooping  Cough/Tetanus  Vaccine} 
but  660  children  were,  however,  given  a complete  primary  course  for  tetanus 
only.  These  children  were  largely  between  5 and  12  years  of  age  and  were 
children  who  had  not  received  tetanus  injections  as  babies.  Most  of  these 
injections  were  given  in  schools. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  commenced  in  1956, 
and  during  the  year  "under  review  no  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were 
notified  in  Burnley,  As  a result  of  the  epidemic  in  Blackburn  in  Au^st 
and  September,  there  were  many  requests  for  vaccination  against  poliomyeli  i ^ 
Special  clinics  were  held  and  various  factories  were  visited.  The  oral  vacc 
was  administered.

2 were  transferred  to  hospital  for  special  care,  and  survived  beyond 
V remaining  10  who  were  nursed  at  home,  all  survived 

beyond  28  days.  Of  the  80  born  in  hospital,  8 died  within  24  hours  of 
Dirth  and  4 within  7 days.  The  remaining  68  survived  beyond  28  days. 


JFne  equipment  maintained  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  babies  born 
prematurely  at  home  was  loaned  to  households  where  suitable  provision 
was  not  available. 


Although  no  special  unit  is  available  at  any  local  hospital  for 
the  reception  of  babies  born  prematurely  in  their  own  homes,  no 
difficiilty  has  been  experienced  in  having  infants  and  their  mothers 
admitted  to  Bank  Hall  Maternity  Hospital  when  this  was  found  necessary. 

Congenital  Malformations , 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  a 
Register  is  maintained  of  all  congenital  malformations  observed  in* the 
newborn.

HEALTH  VISITING  SERVICE 

Eleven  thousand  and  fifty-nine  routine  infant  visits  were  made  by 
the  Health  Visitors.  Three  thousand  four  hundred  and  nine  were  made  to 
babies  born  during  the  year  and  seven  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty  to 
children  up  to  five  years  of  age.  In  addition,  the  Health  Visitors  made 
three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  visits  to  cases  of  infectious  disease.

DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 


Midwives ' Act 

Thirty-nine  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise  niidwifery 
during  1965. 

They  were  employed  as  follows: 

In  the  Maternity  Hospital  28 

As  whole-time  domiciliary  Municipal  Midwives  11 

Domiciliary  Midwifery 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  visits  were  paid  by  the  Non-Medical 
Supervisor  to  the  midwives  during  the  year.  The  Supervisor  also  interviewed 
midwives  at  the  Health  Office  weekly.  No  midwife  was  suspended  from  practice. 

A total  of  1 1,560  confinements  occurred  in  the  Borough,  including 
women  who  came  into  the  town  from  other  areas.  Of  these,  1,145  took 
place  in  hospital,  415  were  attended  by  the  whole— time  domiciliary 
midwives  employed  by  the  authority  (297  as  midwives  and  118  as  maternity 
nurses).  Thirty-five  babies  received  oxygen  by  means  of  the  Sparklette 
Oxygen  Resuscitator . 

In  1965  domiciliary  confinements  were  26,6^  of  the  total.  The  ample 
provision  in  the  Maternity  Hospital  and  the  Maternity  Homes  in  the  area  of 
the  Burnley  and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee  is  sufficient  not 
only  for  those  mothers  who  require  to  be  admitted  for  clinical  and  social 
reasons,  but  also  for  many  normal  cases  which  could  be  confined  satisfactorily 
in  their  own  homes. 

During  the  year  455  maternity  outfits  were  provided  free  of  charge 
to  expectant  mothers  who  required  them  for  their  confinements  in  their  own 
homes , 


A rota  sjB  tern  of  work  fir  the  midwives  was  introduced  six  years  ago 
and  works  quite  successfully.  It  provides  them  with  periods  of  duty  on 
’’day  deliveries"  and  "night  deliveries",  "emergency  call"  and  "nursing 
duties".  This  system  ensures  a maximum  of  off-duty  time  for  the  midwives, 
particularly  at  night.  The  ambulance  service  takes  all  midwifery  calls 
and  transmits  them  by  telephone  or  other  means  direct  to  the  midwife 
concerned.  Transport  is  always  available  where  necessary  for  those  midwives 
without  their  own  cars. 

Medical  Aid  summoned  by  Midwives 

Nineteen  records  of  sending  for  medical  aid  under  Rule  E.15  of  the 
Central  Midwives'  Board  were  received  from  the  midwives  in  respect  of 
domiciliary  cases.  Of ‘these  11  were  on  account  of  complications  or  difficult 
conditions  of  the  mothers,  and  8 of  conditions  in  the  new  born  infants. 
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_ The  Emergency  Obstetric  Unit  (Flying  Squad)  was  summoned  on  three 
occasions  during  the  year  to  assist  when  there  were  complications  in  a 

partum  haemorrhage,  one  case  of 
^tained  placenta,  and  one  case  of  retained  placenta  with  manual  removal, 
^0  patients  remained  at  home,  and  one  patient  was  admitted  to  hospital, 
but  took  her  own  discharge  and  returned  home. 

Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal 


All  general  practitioners  in  the  town  are  included  in  the  list  of 
general  practitioner  obstetricians. 


The  great  majority  of  expectant  mothers  received  ante-natal 
supervision  either  through  the  local  health  authority  or  hospital  services, 

The  arrangements  in  operation  for  complete  clinical  care  and 
supervision  of  expectant  mothers,  for  the  selection  of  maternity  cases 

hospital  and  the  availability  of  an  emergency  obstetric 
^it  were  outlined  fully  on  pages  58  to  60  of  the  Report  for  the  year  1957, 
0 which  reference  should  be  made  for  details.  No  major  alterations  in 
these  schemes  have  been  made.

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SECTION  X 

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS.  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 


Cara  of  the  Aged,  sick  and  infirm 

The  responsibility  for  the  care  of  the  elderly  is  that  of  the 
officers  of  the  Health  Department  and  the  Welfare  Services  Department. 

In  addition,  aged  people  are  visited  in  their  own  homes  by  members  of  the 
BLirnley  Council  of  Social  Service,  and  the  Churches  Visiting  Scheme. 


Available  to  the  elderly  are  the  Domestic  Help  Service,  Night 
Attendant  Service,  Mealsron-Wheels  Service  and  Home  Nursing  Service. 
Sick  room  requisites  can  be  obtained  on  loan,  and  a laundry  service  for 
incontinent  persons  is  provided  where  a need  is  determined. 


In  the  matter  of  after-care  and  supervision  of  those  discharpd  from 
hospital,  there  is  close  liaison  with  the  hospital  Almoner  and  the  hospital 
welfare  workers.  Co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Geriatrician  of  the 
local  hospitals  group  and  with  the  Director  of  Welfare  Services  of  t e 
local  authority. 


Laundry  service  for  incontinent  persons 

This  service  is  available  for  incontinent  patients  where  assistance 
of  this  kind  is  obviously  required.  Bed  gowns  and  sheets  are  provide  y 
the  authority.  These  are  delivered,  collected  and  laundered  ° 

to  patients  in  need  and  recommended  by  general  practitioners  and  the  stall 

of  the  Home  Nursing  Service. 

During  the  year  under  report,  some  27  persons  received  help  from 
this  service. 

Incontinence  pads  service 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  U/63  required  authorities  to  provide 
incontinence  pads  for  the  benefit  of  the  elderly  incontinent.  These  are 
largely  issued  through  the  District  Nursing  Service. 

In  addition,  supplies  are  available  at  a nominal  charge  to  anyone 
wishing  to  obtain  them. 

The  use  of  these  soluble  pads  helps  to  supplement  the  laundry 
service  previously  referred  to,  but  of  course  they  are  used  mainly  in 
cases  of  emergency.  They  are  not  considered  suitable  for  use  over  long 

periods . 

Where  difficulties  of  disposal  of  soiled  pads  arise  in  households, 
appropriate  disposal  facilities  are  provided  in  co-operation  with  the 
authority's  dleansing  and  Transport  Department. 
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Provision  of  Nursing  Equipment 

Nursing  requisites  are  available,  on  loan,  to  patients  being  nursed 
at  home.  Equipment  includes  invalid  chairs,  crutches,  air-beds,  air-rings, 
bed  pans,  mattresses,  blankets,  bed  cradles,  etc.  These  articles  are 
issued  from  the  Public  Health  Department  and  a charge  of  ISoOd.  or  2s. Od,  per 
month  is  made  according  to  the  type  of  article  loaned.

"Meals— on— Wheels”  Service 

The  local  health  authority  makes  a grant  towards  the  cost  of  this 
service,  which  is  largely  met  from  the  funds  of  the  Burnley  and  District 
Sick  Poor  Fund, 

The  administration  of  the  scheme  is  undertaken  by  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  on  behalf  of  the  trustees  of  the  Fund, 

Those  receiving  meals  are  mainly  elderly  persons  who  find  difficulty 
in  preparing  mid-day  meals  for  themselves  and  have  no  relatives  available 
to  help. 

Two  course  meals  are  provided  on  five  days  each  week,  and  persons 
receive  dinners  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  of  one  week  and  Tuesday 
and  ^ursday  of  the  alternate  week.  The  meals  are  prepared  and  cooked  at 
the  Mental  Health  Hostel  at  "Thornleigh" , Colne  Road.  Each  meal  is 
delivered  in  an  individual  two-compartment  container  and  the  local 
W.V.S.  undertake  the  distribution.  From  Monday  the  4th  October,  1965, 
the  charge  to  the  recipients  was  increased  from  Is.Od.  to  Is. 3d.  per 
meal  on  account  of  increased  costs.  Special  Christmas  fare  is  always 
provided  free  of  charge. 

During  1965  approximately  55  meals  were  supplied  daily.  A total 
of  13? 991  meals  were  provided  at  a cost  of  £1,611.  5s.  9d,  The  income 
received  was  £737.  15s.  3d. 
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Nursing  Homes 

There  are  two  Nursing  Homes  registered  in  the  County  Borough, 

One  was  opened  in  1954  and  provides  accommodation  for  20  patients, 
and  the  other  was  opened  in  December  1962,  and  has-  accommodation  for 
twelve  patients. 

The  Homes  have  no  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  surgical  or 
maternity  cases,  and  therefore  accept  only  medical,  chronic  sick  and 
post-operative  patients. 

Chiropody  Service 

In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  ll/l959,  a 
chiropody  service  is  provided,  free  of  charge,  for  elderly  persons  - men 
over  65  years  and  women  over  60  years  - registered  physically  handicapped 
persons,  and  expectant  mothers,  provided  the  family  income  consists  only 
of  retirement  pension,  old  age  pension,  national  assistance  grants,  or 
national  insurance  benefits. 

One  whole-time  Chiropodist  is  employed  and  clinic  sessions  are^ 
held  in  the  Central  Health  Department  premises  and  in  the  Sannow  Clinic 
which  is  situated  in  the  west  end  of  the  town.  Domiciliary  treatments 
are  also  given  to  patients  who  are  physically  unable  to  attend  a clinic.

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Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculous  Persons  and  Contacts 

One  whole-time  Tuberculosis  Visitor  undertakes  the  routine  after- 
care of  patients  discharged  from  hospitals.  She  attends  the  Chest 
Clinic  at  Marsden  Hospital  and  accompanies  the  Chest  Physicians  on 
domiciliary  visits.  This  officer  is  also  responsible  for  the  supervision 
of  patients  in  their  own  homes. 


Close  co-operation  with  general  practitioners  and  industrial 
medical  officers  ensures  the  examination  of  contacts  of  patients.  There 
is  also  an  excellent  liaison  between  local  health  authority  officers  and 
of'ficials  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  the  National  Assistance  Board. 

B.C.G,  vaccination  of  contacts  is  undertaken  by  the  chest  physicians 
at  Marsden  Hospital  as  part  of  the  local  health  authority  after-care  service. 
Details  of  the  vaccination  of  the  thirteenyear  old  children,  the  fourteen 
years  and  over  group,  and  further  education  students,  are  to  be  found  in 
my  Report  as  Principal  School  Medical  Officer. 

Extra  nourishment  (milk),  sputum  bottles,  paper  handkerchiefs 
and  nursing  requisites  are  provided  where  required,  and  the  Home  Nursing, 
Night  Attendant  and  Domestic  Help  Services  are  made  available  when 
necessary. 

Following  the  recommendations  of  the  Chest  Physician  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  the  Housing  Committee  of  the  local  authority  give 
special  consideration  to  families  requiring  re-housing. 

M^ss  Miniature  Radiography  Survey 

During  November  and  December,  19^5 » No.1  Mass  Miniature  Radiography 
Unit  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  carried  out  a survey  in 
industry  and  also  held  general  public  sessions.  This  survey  was  the  first 
year  of  a four-year  cycle  meant  to  cover  the  whole  town.  Unfortunately,  a 
local  authority  central  site  was  not  available,  and  the  Drill  Hall, 

Keighley  Green,  was  used.  The  general  public  sessions  were  not  as  well 
attended  as  on  previous  occasions,  partly  due  to  the  site,  and  also  to 
the  inclement  weather.  There  was  a good  response  from  industry.

Convalescent  treatment 

Convalescent  care  is  available  in  Homes  usually  at  the  seaside, 
for  those  persons  in  need,  and  recommended  by  general  practitioners,  or 
hospital  almoners.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  convalescent  care  of 
people  after  illness,  accident  or  operation,  prior  to  resuming  their 
employment.  During  1965  twenty-two  persons  were  provided  with  periods 
of  convalescence. 


In  addition  245  children  selected  through  the  School  Health  Service 
received  convalescent  holidays  in  the  Thursby  Convalescent  Home,  St.  Annes- 
on-Sea.  The  length  of  stay  is  normally  two  weeks. 

Enilensv 

At  the  end  of  1965,  twenty-seven  epileptic  children  of  school  age 
were  known  to  the  School  Health  Service.  Seventeen  boys  and  nine  girls 
suffering  from  epilepsy  are  in  attendance  at  ordinary  day  schools,  and 
are  kept  under  supervision.  Of  these  attending  school,  ten  have  major 
epilepsy  and  sixteen  minor  epilepsy.  Twenty-two  have  been  under  supervision 
for  a number  of  years,  and  four  were  new  cases.  One  girl  was  on  the  register 
of  a residential  special  school. 

The  comprehensive  register  of  handicapped  persons  maintained  by 
the  Welfare  Services  Department  contains  the  names  of  adult  epileptics, 
some  of  whom  are  in  Colonies  or  Homes . 

In  April,  1965,  there  were  65  persons  suffering  from  epilepsy  on 
the  Disablement  Register  of  the  local  officeiof  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
and  National  Service.  ' 

Cerebral  Palsy 

No  reliable  information  is  available  regarding  the  number  of 
persons  in  the  town  who  suffer  from  cerebral  palsy. ^ Three  male  adults 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Mental  Health  Service.  Two  of  these  are 
employed  in  the  local  Remploy  factory  and  one  attends  the  Adult  Training 
Centre. 

At  the  end  of  1965,  nine  spastic  children  of  school  age  were  able 
to  attend  ordinary  schools.  Three  attended  the  Special  Day  School;  eight 
the  Brunlea  School -for Physically  Handicapped,  and  two  were  in  residential 
special  schools  for  spastic  children.  Nine  children  under  five  years  of 
age  were  under  supervision  by  the  Child  Welfare  Seryice. 
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Speech  Therapy 

During  the  past  year  the  Speech  Therapist  has  seen  and  treated 
seven  adult  patients.  Of  this  number  six  were  stammerers,  and  one  had 
recurrent  voice  trouble.  Pour  of  these  cases  have  now  been  discharged 
with  varying  degrees  of  success. 

These  patients  made  a total  of  41  attendances  at  the  Speech  Therapy 
Cld-Hx  c » 

Chronic  carriers  of  infection 

A register  is  kept  of  persons  known  to  be  chronic  carriers  of 
infection.  Supervision  is  maintained  to  ensure  that  they  do  not  engage 
in  employment  involving  the  handling  of  foodstuffs,  and  specimens  of 
faeces  for  laboratory  examination  are  obtained  from  them  periodically. 

At  the  end  of  1965  the  register  contained  the  names  of  one  carrier  of 
B.  Typhosus  and  one  of  Paratyphosus  B. 

Health  Education 

In  this  difficult  and  important  field,  progress  is  being  maintained 
though  rather  slowly.  The  lack  of  interest  of  members  of  the  general 
public  in  this  wide  subject  tends  to  produce  a state  of  frustration. 

Every  possible  opportunity  to  "sell"  health  education  is  taken, 
with  professional  and  technical  officers  giving  advice  and  instruction 
where  possible  and  where  necessary. 

Staffs  emphasise  the  importance  of  food  hygiene  to  food  preparers 
and  retailers,  and  the  need  of  parents  to  protect  their  children  by  means 
of  immunisation  and  vaccination  against  such  diseases  as  diphtheria, 
pertussis,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis. 

People  are  constantly  warned  of  the  dangers  of  venereal  diseases 
by  means  of  posters  and  leaflets.  Whenever  possible,  lectures  and  film- 
strips on  the  subject  are  used. 

Education  material  is  always  displayed  in  clinics  and  schools,  and 
flannelgraphs,  films,  film  strips  and  slides  are  available  to  illustrate 
lectures  given  by  officers  of  the  department. 

Close  co-operation  with  the  local  press  ensures  educational  articles 
being  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  public  throughout  the  year.  These 
articles  cover  a wide  range  of  subjects,  such  as  immunisation,  vaccination, 
venereal  diseases,  atmospheric  pollution,  fluoridation  of  water  supplies, 
mental  health,  smoking  and  lung  cancer,  and  personal  hygiene. 
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Additional  to  the  usual  facets  of  Jiealth  education,  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  secondments  to  the  Department  for  field  training  in  the  local 
health  authority  services  are  increasing.  Senior  Student  Nurses  from 
Calderstones  Hospital,  students  from  Harris  College,  Preston,  Trainee 
Administrators  from  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  have  spent  varying  times 
in  the  department  working  to  planned  programmes  of  instruction  and 
advice  in  connection  with  our  particular  field  of  the  health  services. 


In  these  fields  every  opportunity  is  taken  to  present  health 
education  with  particular  reference  to  smoking  and  lung  cancer, 
venereal  diseases  and  fluoridation  of  water  supplies.

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Welfare  services  for  the  Blind  and  Partially  sighted 

The  welfare  services  for  the  blind  and  partially  sighted  are 
provided  directly  by  the  Council.  Two  full-time  Home  Teachers  of  the 
Blind  are  employed  whose  duties  include  teaching  blind  persons  Braille, 
Moon,  Handicrafts  and  other  occupations  in  their  own  homes,  together 
with  social  casework. 

The  Burnley  and  District  Society  for  the  Blind  act  as  agents  for  the 
Council  in  the  provision  of  recreational  and  social  activities. 


Library  facilities  are  provided  through  the  National  Library  for  the 
Blind  and  the  Talking  Book  Library  for  the  Blind, 


Details  in  connection  with  blind  children  are  given  on  Page  24  of 
my  report  as  Principal  School  Medical  Officer,  which  is  bound  with  this

Workshops  for  the  Blind 

The  Council's  Workshops  for  the  Blind,  Brunswick  Street,  Burnley, 
provides  sheltered  employment  for  twelve  male  blind  persons  as  basketry 
workers  and  six  female  blind  persons  as  Round  and  Flat  Machine  Knitters. 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  have  agreed  to  the  introduction  of  sighted  physically 
handicapped  persons  into  the  Workshops  for  the  Blind  subject  to  a maximum 
of  six  such  persons.  The  products  from  the  basketry  and  knitting  section 
are  disposed  of  through  the  Retail  shop  in  the  Market  Hall,  Burnley,  or 
through  trade  sources.

The  Council  employs  six  social  workers,  three  who  are  designated 
Welfare  Officers  and  three  designated  Welfare  Assistants.^  Their  duties 
consist,  briefly,  of  visiting  the  aged  or  infirm  and  handicapped  persons 
in  their  own  homes,  giving  advice  and  guidance  to  them  or  their  relatives 
and,  by  various  means,  encouraging  these  aged  or  infirm  and  handicapped 
persons  to  live  with  their  disabilities  and  remain  as  independent  as 
possible  in  their  own  homes. 


Welfare  services  for  handicanned  persons 

An  occupational  service  is  provided  at  a Work  Centre  in  the  old 
Fire  Station,  Manchester  Road,  At  present  this  Centre  caters  for  35 
physically  handicapped  persons  who  attend  on  four  days  per  week  to  carry 
out  work  which  has  been  obtained  from  local  industrialists,  and  for  ^ 
the  handicapped  person  receives  a small  weekly  remuneration.  The  ^ 

staff  of  the  Centre  consists  of  one  Occupational  Officer  with  the  Diploma 
in  Occupational  Therapy,  and  one  unqualified  Assistant  Occupational  ic 
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A vehicle  is  provided  which  has  been  specially  adapted  to  transport 
physically  handicapped  persons.  Adaptations  at  the  homes  of  handicapped 
persons  are  undertaken  to  enable  them  to  become  more  independent  and 

holidays  including  the  provision  of  short-stay  residential  accommodation, 
are  organised. 


Social  and  recreational  activities  for  the  handicapped  are  provided 
through  the  Burnley  Branch  of  the  Inskip  League  of  Friendship  for  Disabled 
Persons,  and  the  Women's  Voluntary  Service.

The  services  provided  under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  19599 
comprehensive . 

¥e  administer  one  Hostel  with  accommodation  for  both  sexes  to 
a maximum  of  16  residents;  one  Adult  Training  Centre  catering  for  males 
and  females  of  all  categories;  one  "Intermediate"  Training  Centre  _ 
providing  facilities  for  mentally  subnormal  adolescents,  and  a Junior 
Training  Centre  incorporating  a Creche  or  Nursery  Class  for  children  under 

5 years  of  age* 


These  units  are  most  successful  as  evidenced  in  the  following 
paragraphs.  This  is  due  to  the  enthusiasm  of  the  staffs  concerned  and 
to  local  industrialists. 


Junior  Training  Centre 

This  Centre  progresses  admirably  with  an  organised  curriculum  which 
includes  domestic  training  for  the  older  child.  The  unit  is  used  for 
field  training  by  students  of  Harris  College,  Preston,  and  members  of  the 
Centre  staff  work  enthusiastically  at  a most  onerous  task. 

The  decorations  and  alterations  have  greatly  enhanced  the  appearance 
of  the  Centre. 

One  child  progressed  to  the  Bank  Hall  Centre  during  the  year. 

Friendly  liaison  with  the  Parents  Association  continues  and  we 
have  been  able  to  assist  with  their  voluntary  efforts. 

Bank  Hal]  (intermediate)  Training  Centre 

The  trainees  in  this  unit  continue  to  work  very  successfully  at 
simple  commercial  tasks.  The  principal  work  undertaken  has  been  plastic 
numbers  packing  and  toy  display  assembly  and  packaging. 

One  trainee  progressed  to  Parkside  Adult  Training  Centre. 

The  weekly  sessional  vocational  training  undertaken  by  a Mental 
Welfare  Officer  greatly  assists  the  young  people. 

The  Bank  Hall  Centre  Social  Club  meets  on  the  second  Wednesday 
every  month.  Social  activities  are  organised  for  trainees  and  parents. 

An  opportunity,  therefore,  arises  for  parents  to  discuss  their  child  s 
progress  with  members  of  the  staffs.

Contracts  for  work  continue  at  a steady  level  and  the  various 
commercial  firms  have  been  highly  satisfied  with  the  work  carried  out  in 
the  centre,  whilst  a steady  sale  for  our  own  manufactured  products  has

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

During  1965  there  were  decreases  in  the  mileage,  in  the  journeys 
made  and  in  the  number  of  patients  carried.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Ambulance  Service  is  not  now  responsible  for  the  transportation  of  the 
mentally  handicapped  children  to  and  from  Training  Centres.  The  figure  for 
taking  out-patients  to  and  from  hospitals  is  becoming  more  stable  and  may 
have  reached  its  peak.  The  number  of  journeys  for  accidents  has  increased 
slightly. 

The  fleet,  which  is  radio— telephone  controlled,  consists  of  six 
large  ambulances  and  three  dual-purpose  vehicles.  The  latter  three  vehicles 
are  usedmainly  for  conveying  out-patients  to  hospitals  and  clinics  in  other 
areas . 


Reciprocal  working  arrangements  with  the  Ambulance  Service  of  No. 6 
Health  Division  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  continues  satisfactorily, 
thereby  avoiding  on  many  occasions  the  duplication  of  long  distance  journeys. 

The  number  of  patients  carried  in  1965  shows  a decrease  of  325  over 
the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  Journeys  undertaken  decreased  by  333  and 
the  total  mileage  run  decreased  by  4437  miles.  The  miles  per  patient  carried 
was  3.69. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  approximately  33^  of  the  mileage  run 
was  in  respect  of  629  journeys  made  to  hospitals  or  clinics  in  other  towns. 

In  December,  the  staff  establishment  was  increased  by  two  driver/ 
attendants  and  now  consists  of  one  Ambulance  Officer,  four  Station  Officers 
and  twenty  three  Driver/Attendants .

Kreneral  Public  Health  Inspection. 

There  has  been  no  major  change  in  legislation  during  the  year 
iwhich  has  affected  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  the  pattern 
:of  the  work  continued  much  as  in  1964.  Two  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  one 
iTechnical  Assistant  were  appointed  during  the  year  and  the  establishment  was 
tbrought  up  to  full  strength. 

In  addition  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  Deputy, 
rthere  is  a Food  Hygiene  Officer,  4 Inspectors  employed  on  district  public 
ileal th  inspection  duties,  two  inspectors  who  share  duties  connected  with 
Blijm  clearance,  smoke  control  and  the  inspection  of  offices  and  shops; 
ttwo  Technical  Assistants  who  have  been  employed  mainly  on  visits  in  connection 
With  smoke  control  areas  and  the  routine  inspection  of  houses  in  clearance 
iareas. 

The  implementation  of  the  Council's  smoke  control  and  housing  programmes 
account  for  a considerable  part  of  the  duties  of  the  public  health  inspectorate. 
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initial  inspections  of  premises  registered  under  the  Offices, 

Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  of  1963  have  been  virtually  completed. 

A survey  of  premises  which  had  not  been  registered  under  the  Act  was 
carried  out  during  the  year,  and  where  appropriate  the  occupiers  were 
required  to  register,  and  the  premises  inspected.  It  is  thought  that  all 
but  a very  small  number  of  premises  which  are  covered  by  the  Act  have  now 
been  dealt  with.  Some  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  re-inspecting 
offices  and  shops  in  order  to  check  if  the  work  required  by  previous  notices 
had  been  completed.  These  inspections  indicate  that  most  of  the  defects 
complained  of  have  been  remedied,  except  where  the  works  are  of  a structural 
nature  and  where  there  has  not  yet  been  time  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
alterations.  This  applies . particularly  to  premises  where  new  sanitary 
accommodation  and  washing  facilities  must  be  provided  in  order  to  comply 
with  the  appropriate  Regulations.  The  Regulations  governing  the  provision  of 
these  facilities  were  introduced  during  1965?  but  do  not  come  into  operation 
until  January,  1966.  Inspections  to  date  reveal  that  the  standard  of  office 
accommodation  in  Burnley  is  quite  reasonable.  Principal  defects  have  been 
unsatisfactory  washing  facilities  and  sanitary  accommodation,  and  other 
defects  included  unsuitable  staircases,  inadequate  lighting  of  corridors 
and  sanitary  conveniences,  and  inadequate  heating  of  offices.  There  is  a 
special  problem  in  connection  with  the  heating  of  food  shops  where  the 
adequate  heating  of  the  shop  would  prove  deleterious  to  the  products  on 
sale.  In  these  cases,  it  is  necessary  to  secure  the  provision  of  some  form 
of  radiant  heating  by  means  of  which  the  staff  can  warm  themselves  at 
suitable  intervals.  The  Minister  has  not  yet  made  Regulations  governing  the 
lighting  of  offices  and  shops,  but  the  evaluation  of the  adequacy  of  the 
lighting  is  made  by  means  of  a light  meter,  and  in  those  cases  where  the 
lighting  is  obviously  sub-standard,  the  occupier  is  required  to  carry 
out  improvements.  During  1965.  thirteen  accidents  were  notified  to  the 
department,  as  required  by  the  Act.  In  no  case  was  an  accident  caused  by  a 
contravention  of  -the  Act  and  none  of  the  accidents  was  of  a serious  nature. 


The  Department  continues  to  receive  complaints  concerning  the 
depositing  of  rubbish  in  premises  and  on  land  throughout  the  Borough,  but 
these  have  generally  been  resolved  by  the  action  of  the  Cleansing 
Department,  who  continue  to  co-operate  closely  with  the  Public  Health-- 
Inspectors  in  this  matter. 

Vacant  and  derelict  premises  still  present  a considerable  problem. 
The  provision  of  new  houses  both  by  the  local  authority  and  by  private 
developers  and  the  desire  of  the  populace  for  better  accommodation  is 
resulting  in  the  vacation  of  the  older  terraced  houses.  This  is  the 
real  cause  of  dereliction  and  is  a problem  which  will  remain  so  long^ 
as  there  are  sub-standard  houses  in  the  town  and  so  long  as  alternative 
accommodation  is  available.  During  the  year  the  Council  considered  the 
problem  of  dereliction  and  accepted  a recommendation  of  a joint  meeting 
of  the  Health,  Housing  and  Improvement  Sub-Committees  that  derelict 
properties  in  the  town  should: 
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(a)  where  they  are  included  in  the  Council's  slum  clearance 

programme,  be  purchased  and  the  door  and  window  openings 
sealed, 

(b)  where  they  are  not  so  included  and  where  the  house  is 
suitable,  be  purchased  and  restored, 

policy  should  contribute  largely  to  the  solution  of  the 
problem,  but  there  still  remains  the  difficulty  of  dealing  with  a derelict 
house  which  is  not  in  the  Council's  clearance  programme,  which  is  not 
capable  of  restoration  because  of  extensive  disrepair  or  instability, 
and  which  is  not  suitable  for  demolition  because  of  its  situation  in  the 
mid  le  of  a terrace.  The  best  that  can  be  done  with  this  type  of  house  is 
to  take  action  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  where  the  premises  are 
detrimental  to  the  amenities  of  the  neighbourhood,  and  secure  the 
toicicing  up  of  door  and  window  openings  in  lieu  of  works  of  restoration. 
This  part  of  the  Act  is  administered  by  the  Borough  Surveyor,  who  has 
taken  such  action  in  connection  with  a considerable  number  of  properties 
during  1965.  This  method  is  at  best  a palliative  and  can  never  be 
regarded  as  entirely  satisfactory  as  it  tends  to  result  in  a decline 
in  the  conditions  of  the  area. 


There  are  7 offensive  trade  premises  in  the  Borough;  these  are 
all  registered  and  inspected  regularly.  The  7 are  comprised  of  4 marine 
stores,  one  gut  scraper,  one  tallow  melter  and  one  fellmonger. 

The  conversion  of  wastewater  closets  was  continued,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  10,576  were  in  use  - a reduction  of  480  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  applications  for  grant  towards  the 
conversion  of  waste  water  closets  to  clean  water  closets  received 
during  the  year  was  398.  Other  factors  influencing  the  numbers  of  the 
two  types  of  closet  are  the  construction  of  new  houses,  the  installation 
of  clean  water  closets  by  means  of  a 'standard  grant'  and  the  demolition 
of  unfit  houses  under  the  Housing  Act, 

Various  complaints  of  noise  were  received  during  the  year  and  were 
dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate.  The  causes  of  the  nuisances 
were  diverse  in  character  and  included  noise  from  weaving  mills  and 
engineering  works.  The  noise  from  the  weaving  mills  was  caused  by  the 
operation  of  looms.  This  noise  which  seems  to  be  quite  acceptable 
during  the  day,  proved  to  be  a nuisance  when  revised  hours  of  working 
resulted  in  the  operation  of  a night  shift.  The  noise  from  the  engineering 
works  was  due  to  sheet  metal  working  which  is  a peculiarly  noisy  operation. 
Remedies  for  these  nuisances  included  the  sealing-off  of  disused  window 
and  ventilator  openings  in  the  external  walls,  the  construction  of 
additional  external  doors  and  the  reconstruction  of  existing  ones  so  as 
to  improve  the  acoustic  insulation  properties  of  the  buildings. 
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HOUSING 

The  inspection  of  premises  included  in  the  Council ' s current  slum 
clearance  programme  was  continued  during  the  year.  Houses  in  Albany 
Terrace  in  Trinity  Ward,  and  Pear  Street  in  Central  Ward,  were  inspected 
and  represented.  The  great  majority  of  the  premises  in  the  proposed 
Tentre  Street  area  in  Centre  Ward  were  inspected  and  the  area  will  be 
represented  early  in  1966.  The  total  number  of  houses  involved  in  these 

three  areas  is  425. 


In  addition  to  the  premises  included  in  clearance  areas,  it  was 
necessary  to  represent  79  individual  unfit  houses  during  the  year.  Most 
of  these  were  vacant  and  derelict  properties  and  were  represented  with 
a view  to  their  demolition  in  order  to  improve  conditions  in  the  adjacent 
areas.  These  included  premises  in  Prankland  Street,  Alma  Street, 

Roebuck  Square,  Craven  Street,  King  Street  and  Clock  Street. 


During  the  year,  24  families  were  removed  from  clearance  areas 
to  Corporation  houses  by  the  Health  Department  staff  after  inspection 
of  the  premises  had  revealed  evidence  of  veimiin.  The  tenants  effects 
were  suitably  treated  by  an  insecticide  in  each  case. 

There  are  two  common  lodging  houses  within  the  Borough  comprising 
a total  of  103  beds.  These  are  inspected  at  regular  intervals  by  the 
public  health  inspectors  and  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  is 
maintained . 


There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  within  the  Borough  and 
isolated  cases  of  the  use  of  caravans  have  been  dealt  with  by  requiring 
their  removal  from  the  site. 

During  the  year  568  applications  for  grant  were  received  in  respect 
of  the  provision  of  standard  amenities  in  houses.  As  in  previous  years 
the  greater  majority  of  the  applications  came  from  owner/ occupi ers . 
Landlords  of  tenanted  houses  continue  to  make  little  use  of  the  grant 
facilities ,

Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  implementation  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act.  It  is  convenient  to  discuss  the 
progress  in  this  field  under  two  headings: 

^a)  Industrial 


Although  the  conversion  of  industrial  boiler  plant  within  the  Borough 
"to  ensure  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  and  the  Dark 
Smoke  Regulations)  have  now  been  completed  for  some  time,  and  there  is  no 
serious  smoke  problem  from  industry,  contraventions  do  occur  from  time  to 
3ime,  Smoke  emission  giving  rise  to  these  contraventions  is  influenced  by 
various  factors,  the  most  important  being  changes  in  load  conditions  due  to 
Beasonal  fluctuations  and  production  requirements,  staff  changes  and  mechanical 
Dreakdowns.  It  will  continue  to  be  necessary  for  the  public  health  inspectorate 
ro  keep  the  position  under  observation  and  carry  out  a sufficient  number  of 
observations  of  industrial  chimneys  to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
ire  complied  with. 

!^b)  Domestic 


Further  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  with  the  implementation 
‘of  the  Council's  programme  for  the  establishment  of  smoke  control  areas. 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  confirmed  the  Burnley 
1*10.4  and  the  Burnley  No. 7 Smoke  Control  Orders.  The  Burnley  No. 5 and  the 
»<urnley  No. 6 Smoke  Control  Orders  became  operative  during  1965,  in  July  and 
r’dtober  respectively.  The  Burnley  No. 8 Smoke  Control  Order  was  made  during 
.965.  This  area  includes  land  in  the  Westgate,  Trafalgar  Street,  Whittlefield 
1 nd  Gannow  Top  areas  of  the  town.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  will  be 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  during  1966. 

Despite  the  vociferous  criticism  of  a few  people,  there  is  no  doubt 
.hat  the  great  majority  of  the  populace  now  accept  smoke  control.  There  is  an 
increased  awareness  of  the  benefits  to  be  obtained  from  improved  heating 
f-ppliances  and  a growing  consciousness  of  the  dirt  and  inconvenience  of  the 
i'Pen  coal  fire.  During  the  year  many  people  in  the  Borough,  residing  outside 
imoke  control  areas,  have  enquired  as  to  the  possibility  of  obtaining  grant 
)'or  the  conversion  of  coal  burning  grates.  It  is  a pity  that  present 
legislation  does  not  permit  local  authorities  to  pay  grant  in  these  circumstances, 
tnd  people  wishing  to  improve  their  heating  arrangements  must  carry  out  the 
Llterations  at  their  own  expense  or  alternatively  wait  until  the  authority 
lakes  a smoke  control  order  for  their  district.

It  was  found  necessary  to  take  formal  action  in  one  instance  only,  and 
this  was  against  the  owners  of  a mobile  stall.  This  case  is  still  pending  due 
tc difficulties  outside  the  control  of  the  department. 

P Food  Poisoning 

There  were  13  notifications  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year. 

However,  one  of  these  was  corrected,  leaving  a total  of  12  cases.  These 
I consisted  of  one  general  outbreak  and  2 sporadic  cases.  In  the  first 
• sporadic  case,  the  organism  was  not  identified  and  in  the  second  the 
i symptoms  occurred  while  the  affected  person  was  abroad.  Salmonella 
Typhimurium  was  isolated. 

The  general  outbreak  occurred  in  December,  the  causative  organism 
being  Salmonella  Typhimurium  Phage  type  la  and  some  60+  persons  were  at 
I risk,  the  food  concerned  being  sliced  turkey  meat,  contaminated  from  an 
junknown  source.  This  contaminated  meat  was  subjected  to  storage  temperatures 
‘conducive  to  bacterial  multiplication,  for  some  hours  prior  to  its 
I consumption.  The  symptoms  were  moderate  and  there  were  no  fatal  cases. 

|Feod  Borne  Disease 

The  outbreak  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  'B'  in  the  Pylde  area,  and  contacts 
)of  this  outbreak  in  the  Borough,  brought  additional  work  to  the  Health 
t Inspectorate. 


i 
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The  food  causing  the  outbreak  was  untreated  farm  bottled  milk. ^ 

It  had  been  distributed  in  the  Fylde  area  and  anyone  suspected  of  having 
consumed  the  milk  was  a potential  case. 

Sixteen  persons  were  reported  "at  risk"  and  two  others  were  found 
to  be  "at  risk"  by  enquiries.  Six  positive  cases  were  isolated  from  44 
persons  who  were  visited  and  asked  to  give  faeces  specimens.  The  investigations 
and  recording  of  these  cases  continued  from  9th  August  to  4th  December. 

Food  and  Drugs  Sampling 

The  work  of  sampling  a wide  range  of  foods  continued  throu^iout 
the  year.

Two  formal  saranles  of  milk  were  taken  and  both  were  found  to  be 


satisfactory. 

Twenty  eight  of  the  34  unsatisfactory  informal  samples  were  of  milk 
containing  less  than  the  required  standards  of  fat  and/or  milk  solids  not 
fat.  In  every  case  the  producer  and/or  distributor  was  warned  regarding 
future  supplies. 

The  six  remaining  unsatisfactory  samples  involved  a meat  pie  (lack 
of  meat  content);  milk  cake  (lack  of  milk  solids  not  fat);  beef  paste  (lack 
of  meat  content);  ice-cream  (non— permitted  sweetener);  Christmas  pudding 
(mould  growth);  and  beef  sausage  (undisclosed  preservative). 

The  purveyors  and  producers  of  each  article  were  warned  regarding 
this  and  future  offences. 

Bacteriological  Sampling 

Fourteen  samples  were  taken  and  these  included  milk,  various  cakes 
and  ice-cream. 

The  instance  of  the  cakes  followed  checks  made  on  unprotected  displays 
for  self-service  in  a cafe,  A plate  count  of  24? 000, 000  was  obtained  from  a 
cream  doughnut,  also  a heavy  mixed  bacterial  growth,  including  E.Coli  Type  1 
(faecal).  This  report  encouraged  the  proprietor  of  the  cafe  to  suitably 
protect  many  lines  on  display  for  self-service. 
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Pour  of  the  five  ice-cream  samples  taken  gave  results  within  Grade  1 
or  2 of  the  methylene  blue  reduction  test.  One  sample  gave  a grade  4 result 
and  the  manuf acturer/distributor,  and  the  local  authority  in  whose  area  the 
ice-cream  was  manufactured,  were  informed  of  the  unsatisfactory  report. 

There  are  no  ice-cream  manufacturers  within  the  Borough.  There  is, 
however,  a soft  ice-cream  purveyor  with  premises  in  the  Borough.  The  premises 
are  registered  for  storage  only  under  Section  16  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act 
1955 • The  vehicles  used  to  mix  the  ice-cream  are  not  registerable,  as  the 
Minister  has  not  yet  brought  out  Regulations  regarding  vehicle  licences. 

Poreign  Bodies  in  Pood 

During  the  year,  members  of  the  public  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  15  complaints  under  this  heading.  These  were 
dealt  with  by  issuing  warnings  to  the  purveyors  and/ or  manufacturers  or 


packers  of  the  food.

Pour  rodent  operatives/disinf ectors  work  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  carrying  out  the  administration  of 
the  above  Act. 

The  occupiers  of  premises  are  legally  responsible  for  clearing 
their  premises  of  rodents,  but  the  rodent  operatives  undertake  the  treatment 
of  premises  on  the  request  of  owners  or  occupiers.  No  charge  is  made  for 
private  dwellings,  but  actual  time  and  cost  of  materials  are  charged  in  the 
case  of  business  premises.

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The  poison  in  use  for  rats  and  mice  on  all  surface  infestations  is 
Warfarin  5.  Some  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  dealing  with  certain ^ 
infestations  of  mice  which  appear  to  be  resistant  to  Warfarin.  May  be  this 
is  due  to  extensive  private  use  of  this  type  of  poison,  obtainable  from 
many  retail  shops  without  adequate  knowledge  of  the  baiting  techniques 
required. 

The  public  sewers  again  received  four  treatments  for  rats  during 
the  year.  Warfarin  5 was  the  main  poison  used.  However,  in  two  areas  of  the 
Borough,  fluoracetamide  was  used  in  an  experiment  to  achieve  a better  killing 
of  the  rat  population  in  the  sewers.  This  poison  is  very  lethal  and  extreme 
care  must  be  taken  in  training  operatives  to  handle  and  mix  the  bait,  and 
in  laying  the  bait  in  the  sewers. 

However,  the  results  from  the  experiments  were  disappointing  and  a 
test  baiting  showed  that  a large  number  of  rats  still  lived  in  the  treated 
areas . 


The  experiment  of  increasing  the  amount  of  Warfarin  5 iii  sewers  so 
baited  has  been  successful  in  many  cases.  Unfortunately,  however,  certain 
chambers  have  too  narrow  a benching  to  allow  the  increased  amount  of  Warfarin  5 
to  be  securely  placed  thereon.

VETERINARY  SERVICES 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

A whole-time  Veterinary  Officer  and  two  Meat  Inspectors  are  employed. 
All  J,ivestock  passing  through  the  Burnley  Abattoir,  which  is  now  leased  to 
the  F.M.C.  (Meat)  Limited,  are  subject  to  ante  and  post-mortem  inspection. 
In  view  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  them  under  Section  72(l)  sub-section 
(c)  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955?  the  agreement  entered  into  by  the 
F.M.C, (Meat)  Limited,  with  the  Burnley  Town  Council,  provides  for  that 
Company  carrying  out  all  the  activities  of  the  slaughterhouse,  and 
undertaking  the  slaughtering  and  dressing  of  carcases  for  other  meat 
traders,  as  required. 

All  carcases  and  offal  which,  after  inspection  are  found  to  be 
free  from  disease,  are  stamped  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Meat  Regulations,  1963. 

There  are  no  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  town. 

Public  Abattoir, 

During  the  year,  modernisation  of  the  abattoir  which  has  been 
under  consideration  for  the  past  16  years,  was  finally  commenced.  This 
work  is  being  undertaken  by  a firm  of  private  contractors  under  the 
direction  of  a firm  of  consulting  architects  acting  for  the  Fatstock 
Marketing  Corporation  (Meat)  Limited, 

The  carrying  out  of  this  work  presents  considerable  difficulties, 
as  it  is  not  practicable  to  close  the  premises.  The  work  therefore  can 
't.lj'  oe  carried  out  to  a small  part  of  the  premises  at  any  one  time. 

Tills  not  only  causes  considerable  inconvenience  but  mitigates  against  the 
necessary  building  work  being  carried  out  speedily. 

Work  on  the  main  slaughter  room,  in  which  the  slaughtering  of  all 
livestock  will  henceforth  be  carried  out,  was  completed  early  in  December 
and  following  several  successful  trials,  was  brought  into  use  in  its 
entirety  later  that  month. 

This  main  slaughter  room  has  been  evolved  from  the  original 
piggery  and  pig  oarcase  hanging  room.  The  layout  provides  for  two 
distinct  and  alternative  slaughter  lines.  The  first  for  cattle,  which 
after  being  stunned  hre  hoisted  over  a blood  trough  for  bleeding  purposes. 
This  not  only  permits  of  effective  bleeding,  thus  prolonging  the  keeping 
quality  of  the  dressed  oarcases,  but  ensures  that  the  expelled  blood  is 
washed  down  the  drain  without  delay,  thus  keeping  the  floor  of  the 
slaughter  room  clean.  A second  line,  running  the  length  of  the  room,  is 
utilised  for  the  dressing  of  carcases  of  pigs  and  sheep.  These  are  also 
similarly  bled  over  a second  trough.  No  crutches  are  utilised  for  the 
flaying  of  sheep,  this  being  carried  out  on  an  overhead  line. 
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Though  the  slaughtermen  have  not  had  sufficient  time  to  familiarise 
themselves  with  the  new  methods,  there  is  no  doubt  that  by  eliminating  the 
gross  contamination  of  the  floor  and  the  almost  unavoidable  accumulation 
of  filth  which  originally  occurred  in  the  old  slaughter  rooms,  a far  more 
hygienic  carcase  is  now  being  produced. 

Because  of  the  building  work  being  undertaken,  the  throughput  of 
animals  during  the  second  half  of  the  year  was  kept  to  a bare  minimum. 

During  this  period,  no  slaughtering  was  undertaken  for  other  centres  to 
which  it  is  normal  practice  to  send  large  numbers  of  dressed  carcases  during 
the  'flush'  period,  that  is  the  autumn  of  each  year. 

Work  on  the  new  cooling  and  hanging  rooms,  which  will  also  be  utilised 
as  the  meat  sales  section,  should  be  completed  early  next  year, 

Ther©  is  no  doubt  that,  when  the  modernisation  scheme  is  completed, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  main  structure  is  nearly  a hundred  years  old, 
the  premises  will  compare  very  favourably  with  even  the  most  modern 
abattoir.

Following  upon  the  Government's  most  successful  Tuberculosis 
Eradication  Scheme  in  cattle,  incidence  of  this  disease  is  now 
comparatively  rare.  Similarly,  other  diseased  conditions  which  were 
undoubtedly  intensified  as  the  result  of  the  animal's  reduced  resistance 
following  infection  by  tuberculosis,  are  now  also  far  less  pronounced. 

Intensive  methods  of  livestock  production  introduced  during  the 
past  few  years,  in  particular  in  relation  to  pigs  and  cattle,  appear 
however  to  have  favoured  the  incidence  of  other  infections,  especially 
those  of  a pyaemic  nature. 

During  the  past  few  years,  the  incidence  of  liver  abscesses  has 
more  than  doubled,  such  increase  being  apparently  directly  associated 
with  the  increase  in  the  use  of  barley  feeding  to  store  cattle.  There 
is  also  a remarkable  increase  in  pyaemic  infections  encountered  in  pigs. 
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Although  it  has  been  found  that  pyogenic  lesions  involving  particularly 
the  dorsal  vertebrae,  are  frequently  associated  with  some  injury  to  the 
tail,  following  upon  "tail^biting",  this  is  not  the  only  port  of  entry 
of  the  infective  organisms.  It  is  reported  that  the  incidence  of  lesions 
of  this  nature  appear  to  be  equally  common  in  Manx— pig  carcases,  in  which 
animals  the  tails  have  been  amputated  early  in  life.  It  is  probable 
therefore  that  the  increasing  incidence  of  pyaemic  infections  in  pigs  is 
in  some  way  associated  with  the  now  common  practice  of  combining 
antibiotics  in  the  feeding  stuffs.  The  incidence  of  Salmonella  and 
E.Coli  infections  in  cattle,  and  especially  pigs,  is  showing  a remarkable 
increase.  This  again  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  increasing  tendency  to  utilise 
intensive  methods  of  husbandry.  The  detection  of  these  infections, 
showing  some  evidence  of  enteritis,  although  otherwise  in  apparently 
healthy  condition,  calls  for  meticulous  examination  of  the  viscera 
and  carcase,  and  for  material  from  a suspected  case  to  be  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination,  which  is  the  only  method  of  definite 
diagnosis.  To  allow  a suspected  carcase  of  this  nature  to  be  subsequently 
litilised  for  human  consumption  might  well,  of  course,  be  the  primary  cause 
of  a subsequent  extensive  outbreak  of  food  poisoning.  The  responsibility 
lyj-hg  upon  the  meat  inspector  is,  therefore,  a heavy  one. 

Details  of  diseased  conditions  encountered  during  the  course  of 
post-mortem  examination  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  abattoir  during  the 
year  under  review,  are  given  in  the  following  table.

Cvsticercus  Bovis  Infection 

Of  the  nine  cases  met  with  during  the  year,  six  were  again 
imported  Irish  cattle. 

The  absence  of  sanitary  conditions  in  the  rural  areas  of  Ireland, 
coupled  with  the  da^np  climate,  undoubtedly  favours  the  transmission  of 
the  infection  from  man  to  cattle. 

The  high  incidence  of  this  parasitic  condition,  encountered  in 
imported  Irish  cattle  over  many  years,  tends  to  discount  the  theory 
relating  to  the  introduction  of  this  parasite  into  this  country  by 
prisoners  of  war  employed  in  agriculture  during  the  years  1941/46.

Of  the  canned  foods  dealt  with  hy  the  Inspectorate  staff,  either 
the  shelf  life  had  been  exceeded  as  a result  of  which  physical  changes  had 
taken  place  in  the  contents, or  the  tins,  especially  those  containing 
canned  fruits,  had  been  badly  damaged  during  transit.  It  would  appear 
that  it  is  more  economical  for  manufacturers  or  importers  to  utilise 
cardboard  cartons  for  packing  such  tins,  and  to  subsequently  allow  credit 
for  damaged  tins,  rather  than  to  use  wood  cases  which  give  far  greater 
protection  to  the  contents,  as  was  the  previous  practice. 

Proceedings  were  instituted  in  one  case  against  the  supplier 
where  a rabbit  affected  with  myxomatosis  was  found  to  be  exposed  for  sale 
in  a retail  shop. 

The  defendant,  in  this  case,  who  pleaded  Guilty,  was  fined 
£25  and  costs.

Samples  are  taken  at  regular  intervals  to  ensure  that  the  milk  is 
efficiently  pasteurised  and  of  the  required  standard. 

Milk  Samnling 

Samples  of  all  grades  of  milk  are  taken  regularly  during  the  course 
of  distribution  and  submitted  for  either  analytical  or  bacteriological 
examination.

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I am  pleased  to  report  what  appears  to  be  a considerable  improvement 
in  the  general  cleanlinessj,  i.e,  the  keeping  quality  of  farm  bottled 
♦♦untreated"  milk.  During  the  year  under  review,  i.e.  only  4.6^  of  the 
samples  taken  during  the  course  of  delivery  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test, 
compared  with  22^  in  1964 o The  generally  cool  summer  was  undoubtedly  a 
contributory  factor  to  this  improvement.  On  the  other  hand,  42  samples 
(11.3^)  were  declared  void  under  the  new  Regulations  consequent  upon  the 
atmospheric  shade  temperature  exceeding  70^F  at  the  time  such  samples  were 
taken.  These  latter  samples  would  undoubtedly  have  failed  the  test  had  the 
standard  not  been  relaxed. 

(b)  Infection  of  Raw  "Untreated"  Milks  with  disease. 

The  transmission  of  Brucellosis  infection  from  the  dairy  cow  to  man 
through  the  medium  of  raw  "Untreated"  milk  is  an  increasing  public  health 
problem. 

Although  both  Public  Health  Authorities  and  Milk  Producers  are  agreed 
upon  the  necessity  to  eradicate  the  infection  from  all  cattle  in  this 
country  in  the  National  interest,  the  majority  of  milk  producers  unfortunately 
are  reluctant  to  take  any  active  steps  to  this  end.  Although  milk  producers 
appreciate  not  only  the  danger  to  the  health  of  the  consimier  of  raw  milk 
and  their  own  potential  economic  losses,  they  appear  to  be  unwilling  to 
endeavour  to  tackle  this  serious  problem  without  Government  compensation. 

There  is  unfortunately  a comparatively  high  demand  for  raw  "Untreated" 
milk  for  consumers  who,  because  the  milk  is  sold  at  a higher  price, 
erroneously  presume  that  it  is  therefore  of  better  quality. 

Samples  of  raw  "Untreated"  milk  are  therefore  frequently  taken  during 
the  course  of  distribution  to  consumers  and  submitted  to  the  Regional 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  for  the  presence  of  infection.

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It  will  be  noted  that  19  or  5?^  of  these  samples  were  reported  to 
be  definitely  infected  with  brucellosis.  This  is  a considerable 
improvement  on  the  figures  for  1964  which  reached  a total  of  18.6%. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  more  rigid  policy  adopted  during  the 
year  under  revieWj  whereby  a heat  treatment  notice  is  served  upon  the 
producer  and/or  distributor  in  all  cases  where  the  milk  supply  has  been 
reported  to  be  definitely  infected, has  been  largely  responsible  for  this 
improvement.  Producers  are  also  exercising  much  greater  care  with  their 
dairy  cattle. 

In  all  cases  where  a sample  of  milk  is  initially  reported  to  be 
either  "Positive”  or  "Equivocal"  to  the  Milk  Ring  Test,  the  producer  is 
immediately  notified  and  informed  that  in  the  event  of  infection  being 
later  confirmed,  a Heat  Treatment  Notice  will  be  served.  In  the  interim, 
he  is  advised  to  submit  individual  samples  from  his  cows  in  order  that 
the  infected  animal  or  animals  can  be  identified. 

Consequent  upon  this  more  rigid  policy  being  adopted  in  the  case 
of  infected  milks,  many  producers  now  submit  individual  samples  from  their 
herd  monthly,  or  from  recently  purchased  or  calved  cows.  This  enables  them 
to  eliminate  potentially  infected  animal(s)  from  their  herd,  thus  ensuring 
a much  greater  freedom  from  disease  in  their  milk  production. 

During  the  year,  1079  individual  samples  of  this  type  were  submitted 
by  producers  to  my  department  for  examination.  Of  these,  180  or  17%  reacted 
to  the  Milk  Ring  Test,  When  subsequently  submitted  to  cultural  examination 
samples  from  30  individual  cows,  i.e.  l6-,7%  of  those  reacting  to  the  Milk 
Ring  Test  were  confirmed  to  be  excreting  brucella  organisms. 

The  service  of  a Heat  Treatment  Notice  in  the  case  of  definitely 
known  infected  milks,  and  the  keeping  in  face  of  this  Notice  until  two 
consecutive  samples  taken  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  10  to  14  days 
after  the  removal  of  the  infected  animals  from  the  herd,  has  achieved 
the  necessary  salutory  effect  upon  producers,  who  receive  a premium  price 
from  the  consumer  for  this  untreated  milk. 

Having  regard  to  the  risk  of  infection  to  the  consumer  from 
Brucellosis  through  the  medium  of  raw  "Untreated'  milk,  it  should  be  a 
statutory  requirement  that  "Untreated"  raw  milk  may  only  be  sold  direct 
to  consumers  fromlicensed  "Brucellosis  free"  herds. 

This  has  been  a statutory  requirement  in  Northern  Ireland  for  more 
than  five  years. 

(c)  Samples  of  Pasteurisedy^Sterilised  Milks 

(Examined  for  Phosphatase  and  Ttirbidity) 

Twenty  nine  samples  submitted  for  examination  were  all  found  to 
comply  with  the  prescribed  tests.  All  samples  were  also  free  from  B.Coli. 
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Premises  used  for  the  preparation  of  food 

All  premises  in  which  food  is  handled  or  prepared,  in  addition  to 
those  registerable  under  Section  16  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955, 
including  wholesale  premises,  are  inspected  periodically  by  officers  of 
the  Department. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  hygiene  of  personnel  employed 
and  the  conditions  under  which  the  food  is  handled  or  prepared. 

School  Meals  Kitchens  and  Other  Council  Hostels 

Officers  of  my  department  carry  out  regular  inspections  of  all 
School  Meals  Kitchens.  In  addition,  inspections  are  carried  out  of  the 
meat  and  other  foods  delivered  to  these  premises  by  the  respective  contrac- 
tors, in  order  to  ensure  that  the  quality  of  the  food  complies  with  the 
rigid  specification  of  the  contracts.  Similar  visits  are  also  paid  from 
time  to  time  to  other  local  authority  hostels. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Act  1950  - D^uties  of  Local  Authority 

Forty-nine  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  under  the 
provisions  of  the  various  Orders. 

Swine  Fever  Orders 

Because  of  the  considerable  success  of  the  Swine  Fever  Eradication 
Scheme  now  being  undertaken  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Pood,  no  action  was  required  to  be  taken  locally  during  the  course  of  the 
year  under  the  provisions  of  these  Orders. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Diseases 

Following  the  total  freedom  of  the  country  from  infection  by  this 
disease,  no  restrictions  were  necessary  upon  the  movonent  of  livestock. 

Fowl  Pest  Orders 

Despi.te  several  local  outbreaks  in  the  preceding  year,  the  wider 
use  of  the  approved  vaccine  for  poultry  has  undoubtedly  been  effective 
in  controlling  the  spread  of  infection.  No  action  was  therefore  required 
in  regard  to  poultry  during  1965 . 

Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Food)  Order  1957 

This  order  requires  all  persons  utilising  kitchen  waste  and  other 
waste  foods  for  animal  feeding  purposes  to  adequately  sterilise  the 
food  in  approved  and  licensed  plants  before  bringing  it  into  contact  with 
livestock.  This  is  in  order  to  obviate  the  risk  of  the  transmission  of 
infection,  especially  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  such  as  from  bone 
marrow  . 


Persons  collecting  and  using  such  food  for  animal  feeding  are 
required  to  be  licensed,  and  their  sterilising  plant  must  be  adequate 
for  the  purpose.  Constant  supervision  by  the  department’s  Officers  is 
therefore  essential  in  order  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Order,

Anthrax  Order  1938 

The  Council's  whole-time  Veterinary  Officer,  acting  in  his  capacity 
as  local  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Pood,  investigated  a suspected  case  of  anthrax  found  at  the  post- 
mortem examination  of  a bullock  slaughtered  at  the  Abattoir,  and  also 
in  that  of  a riding  horse  which  dropped  dead  in  the  street.  In  local 
instances  his  bacteriological  examination  of  blood  smears  failed  to 
confirm  the  suspicions. 

Transit  of  Animals  Orders  1931 


Periodic  inspections  are  made  of  road  vehicles  carrying  livestock 
to  ensure  that  these  conform  to  the  structural  requirement  laid  down  and 
also  that  they  are  regularly  cleansed. 

Pet  Animals  Act  1951 

This  Act  provides  for  the  supervision  and  licensing  by  the  local 
authority  of  all  persons  carrying  on  the  business  of  dealers  in  pet 
animals,  including  invertebrates. 

Five  persons  were  licensed  by  my  department  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  during  the  year  under  review. 

Of  three  other  licences  previously  granted,  two  did  not  re-apply 
and  in  a third  case  the  applicant  whose  premises  left  a good  deal  to  be 
desired,  did  not  pursue  his  application,  being  unwilling  to  comply  with 
the  Council's  requirements. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963 

One  licence  was  granted  under  the  provision  of  the  above  Act 
following  receipt  of  a satisfactory  report  from  the  Veterinary  officer. 

In  the  case  of  a second  application  involving  the  use  of  old 
wooden  buildings  on  an  allotment,  the  applicant  withdrew  his  request 
when  informed  of  the  Council's  minimum  requirements. 

Riding  Establishment  Act  1965 

This  Act  supersedes  the  original  Act  of  1958  and  now  requires 
all  persons  hiring  out  horses  to  be  licensed. 

One  application  was  received,  but  following  an  adverse 
Veterinary  report  upon  the  appj.icant’s  animals,  and  the  unsuitability 
of  the  stables,  a licence  was  refused.
